Senator Frye Delivers an Address at a 
Temperance Meeting in Lewiston, 

Lewiston, Mz., September 6.—The largest 
crowd ever gathered at a temperance meeting 
in Androscoggin county, heard Senator Frye at 
Pine street church this afternoon. Hundreds of 
people wore turned away. He claimed that 
law was the only remedy for the eyil of in- 
temperance, denied that the habits of Europe 
tended to temperance because of the 
prevalence of light wines and _ beers, 
asserted that France was deteriorating 
by absinthe drinking, Italy by cheap and 
strong wy ers Germany by brandy, and held 
that the German emperor was alarmed by the 
increase of ene and was issuing 
edicts which tended towards a reduction in 
the growing consumption of spirits, 

HIS EXPERIENCE IN GLASGOW. 

“License is no remedy,” he said, “Jiquors 
sold by license intoxicate as quickly as when 
sold illegally under prohibition. Glasgow, in 
Scotland, licenses, but when in Scotland I 
was prevented from seeing the great iron ship- 
operation because of 
a fair held for but one day in 
that city. For this fair workmen saved 
so much and drank so hard that the great 
ship-building plants, employing 5,000 men, had 
to shut down eight days until the men got 
sober. If you licensed rum drinking to make 
men sober, then why not license thieving to 
make them honest and prostitution to make 
them virtuous?” 

THE FIRST IRONCLAD TEMPERANCE LAW.

ON THE SHOALS. 


United States Fish Commission 
Schooner, Grampus, Goes Ashore. 


VINEYARD HAvEN, Mass., September 6.— 
About 7 o’clock last evening, during a south- 
easterly storm, the United States fish commis- 
sion schooner, Grampus, bound to Woods Holl, 
from Hyannis; ran ashore on L. Hommideau 
shoals, Vineyard sound. Immediately after 
the vessel struck, the United States fish com- 
missioner, Colonel McDonald, his wife and 
his daughter, the assistant commissioner, Cap- 
tain J. W. Collins, and Drs. Bean and Potter, 
left the schooner in the dory, and succeeded 
in making a safe landing at Falmouth, 

The crew of the Grampus succeeded in float- 
ing the vessel about 10:30 o’clock last night. 
Captain Adams states that on account of the 
thick weather, he was unable to locate the 
buoys. He says the vessel pounded heavily 
while ashore, but he thinks she is injured but 
little, if any. The steam launch Cygnet, of 
the United States fish commission, towed the 
Grampus to Woods Holl today.

The Steamer La Tourraine Has a Rough 
Passage from Havre. 

New York, September 6.—General E. Burd 
Grubb, United States minister to Spain, ar- 
rived from Havre today on the French liner 
La Tourraine. The steamer was met at quar- 
antine by a delegation of Grand Army of the 
Republic members from New Jersey, who came 
to welcome Minister Grabb. The minister 
was in excellent health and spirits. 

The La Tourraine experienced a violent 
hurricane lasting forty-eight hours. During 
the gale the sea stove in the lookout on the 
foremast, which was forty-five feet from the 
water’s edge, and also broke a number of 
tanchions. The officers of the steamer say it 
was one ofthe heaviest storms they had ex- 
perienced in seven years on the line. The cap 
of the iron windlass, weighing over four hun- 
dred pounds, was hurled to the port side of the 
steamer, a distance of several rods. For- 
tunately no one was injured during the storm.

NOTWITHSTANDING THE SHORTNESS 
OF THE CROP. 


THE FARMERS ARE FREE PROM DEBT, 


And Will Not Have so Much to Pay Out—A 
Good Corn Yield Ahead, Which Will 
Diminish Our Draft on the West. 


Avusury, Ala., September 6.—[Special.]— 
The report issued from the State Poly- 
technic institute by Director P. H. Mell, 
on the weather conditions in Alabama, 
furnishes valuable information. 

THE WEEK’S RAINFALL. 

The rainfall was below the average for 
the week just closed. The August drought 
continued until the latter part of. the 
week, but the rains that fell on the 2d 
and 3d were general over Alabama, and 
the long dry spell seems now to be broken. 
The weather has continued cool with an 
average percentage of sunshine, 

EFFECTS ON THE’ CROPS. 

Until the middle of the week the season 
has continued: unfavorable for all growing 
plants, and the condition of cotton reported 
in the last bulletin remains unchanged. 
The showers that came on the 2d and 3d, 
though greatly beneficial to all crops like 
turnips and potatoes, still they are rather 
late to be of much advantage to the cotton. 
The weather is apt to be more or less cool 
from this date until the crop is gathered, 
so that all bolls that are formed after the 
10th of September are not apt to mature 
very good staple unless the season is un- 
usually backward. 

THE EFFECT OF THE SHORT CROP. 

It is currently believed that even though 
the cotton crop is cut off, and there will 
be, in all probability, a smaller yield than 
that produced in 1890, still the farmers 
will realize more money from its sale, be- 
cause the stringency of the money market 
has prevented the banks from advancing 
on the crops as large as in former years, 
and, therefore, the farmers, as a general 
rule, have put the crop-in and will har- 
vest it with less borrowed money. There 
is another encouraging fact in the outlook: 
The large amount of corn that has been 
gathered in all sections of the state has 
considerably reduced the quantity of west- 
ern corn that has heretofore been bought 
by the farmers.

Mempuis, Tenn., September 6.—[Special.] 
The company of Memphis capitalists who are 
operating the oil business in Moulton valley, 
Ala., deny thetruth of the statement sent out 
from Birmingham that Captain W. D. John- 
son, of Lawrence county, committed suicide 
because of the collepse of the oil boom. They 
declare that they are developing the oil re- 
gion, and that Johnson had no interest what- 
ever in the land where they are boring wells. 
They furthermore assert that they have re- 
cently put in $10,000 worth of new machinery, 
and are now drilling two wells, with better 

rospects of success than ever before, So far 
rom the oil excitement abating, it runs higher 
now than at any time since oil was discovered 
in Alabama. 
Was He Murdered? 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 6.—[Special.] 
On September ist a special announced that 
Captain W. D. Johnson, of Lawrence county, 
had committed suicide in the presence of his 
wife. The coroner’s jury investigated the 
case, Mrs. Johnson being the only witness. 
She detailed a story that he suddenly arose 
and shot himself with a twenty-caliber pistol, 
which she exhibited to the jury. She made 
contradictory statements which aroused sus- 
picion, and the body was dug up. Examina- 
tion discloséd a ball in the back of his head, 
but it was a thirty-two caliber and larger 
than the whole barrel of Mrs. Johnson's pis- 
tol.

A NEW SYSTEM 


To Be Adopted by the Revenue Depart- 
ment for Measuring Spirits. 


WasHincton, September 6.—The inter- 
national revenue bureau has been con- 
sidering for some time the advisability and 
practicability of adopting what is known as 
the weighing system for official Jetermina- 
tion of the quantity of spirits placed in casks 
and packages. This system, if adopted, will 
take the place of the present one by which the 
contents of the casks are determined by the 
use of gauging instruments, as now practiced, 
The law makes it the duty of the commissioner 
to prescribe rules and regulations for the uni- 
form system of weighing, marking, gauging 
and inspection of spirits. The commissioner 
desires to adopt the best means attainable to 
secure that system which is most correct. It 
seems to be universally conceded by all con- 
versaut with the two systems that that of 
weighing is much more accurate. The in-

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TEN THOUSAND PEOPLE GATHER TO 
„ HEAR BAM JONES, 


ROME’S GREAT REVIVAL STARTED. 


Two Texas Clergymen Helping the Georgia 
Evangelist to Stem the Tide of Sin—A 
Colloquy About Cartersville. 


Rome, Ga., September 6,—[Special.]—Sam 
Jones’s meetings today have been mam- 
moth affairs, greater than was even ex- 
pected by many. They were fully up to 
the most hopeful expectations of the great- 
est enthusiast. 

Nearly 10,000 people have listened to the 
evangelist today. 

The morning was an ideal Indian sum- 
mer day, with not a cloud in the sky. 
It was deliciously cool, and the people 
knew, no matter how crowded the taber- 
nacle was, it would not be too warm. 

THB MORNING SERVICE. 

Last night a number of visitors arrived, 
and the early morning trains brought 
crowds to hear the gospel preached. At 
10:30 o’clock the morning service began. 
Three thousand people had gathered in the 
great building. After the usual opening 
ceremonies, a familiar hymn was given 
out. The large choir on the platform led 
the singing, and the vast avdience, catch- 
ing the air, reverberated the triumphant 
symphony in grandest melody. 

Mr. Jones took for his text, “The wages 
of sin is death.“ Mr. Jones preached a 
reguiar Sam Jones sermon, He attacked 
the sins of the day—intemperance, lying, 
cheating, etc.—and made a bitter tirade on 
dancing. Among other things, he said 
that if one of these girls in ballroom 
costume could be seen anywhere else, and 
there was no music, it would then be 
called indecent, and would be disgraceful. 
On this line Mr. Jones said many pithy 
things. He said he wanted the merchants 
of Rome to shut up their stores, and every- 
body come out. No invitation was extended 
at the close of the sermon. 

At half-past 8 o’clock Rey. Mr. Mulkey, 
of Texas, spoke. He took his text from 
Isaiah iv, 11. Fully three thousand 
attended the, afternoon’ services. Mr. 
Mulkey related his personal experience, 
and the difficulty he had surmounted, and 
with much force spoke upon thé idea of 
perfect honesty. But the greatest meeting 
of, the series was the evening service. The 
First Baptist held no services, and the 
crowd was greater by far. 

The Night in the Tabernacle. 

The tabernacle was filled with the godly and 
the ungodly. The enthusiasm manifested was 
intense, Rev. Mr. Burnett, of Texas, preached. 
In appearance he is something like Mr. Jones. 


His manner of delivery is decidedly like the}... 


‘gréat Georgia evangelist's. Faith and Know- 
ing Yourself to Be a Christian,’’ was the sub- 
ject. He said that without faith there was no 
religion. There was only one faith; only one 
baptism, and that faith is the Savior's. 
Without faith itis impossible to please God 
or anybody else. 

„Some fellows say they will be un- 
conditionally saved. Why, my friend, 
tf you were to run for sheriff or as- 
sessor, and just stand by that idea, you are un- 
conditionally left, old man. He couldn’t do 
anything at that rate. There was a fellow 
said: ‘What Burnett says I pay no attention 
to—it just goes in one ear and comes out 
at the other.’ I told him he was a 
fool, and didn’t have anything between 
his ears for it to stop on. All commerce is 
based on faith. There is not a business house 
in Rome but that is based on faith. Faith 
is the life of a political party. Take faith out 
of the world and it will be ruined. May God 
in His infinite mercy give the churches in 


Rome faith.” 4 


THE TWO FARMERS. 

Here Mr. Burnett told an illustration of 
two farmers from the northwest, who 
came to Georgia. The first farmer arrived, 
and a real estate agent got hold of him, car- 
ried him in the country, and introduced him 
to the Georgia farmer. The -Georgia farmer 
and the man from Wisconsin struck a trade. 
The man from Wisconsin wanted to know 
how to farm in Georgia, and the 
old farmer told him: Rise early in the 
morning, spit in your hands and light out. So 
the the northern farmer followed the advice. 
After awhile a politician came along. The 
fellow hallooed to him, if he wanted to talk 
politics, he would have to keep off of him 
while he was a-plowing ; and the way he went 
a-plowing! Whenthe harvest season came, 
he had a great crop, paid all his debts and 
owned the farm. Now the other fellow 
from Wisconsin came down. He said: 
‘Bill, I don't believe a word about 
this old paller land of Georgia 
raising anything. Why, the mules are too lit- 
tle, and talk to me about a-plowing and a-sow- 
ing in February! Must take me for ajgreeny. 
I ain’t got no faith in it.’ Well, he just 
stayed around. 

A COMPARISON. 

“The first farmér came by and said: ‘Uncle 
Jones is a-preaching up here in Rome. Let’s 
go.’ ‘Ain’t going to do it. I am tired,’ 
says Tom. ‘Heis a liar; sin’t struck a 
lick a-work.’ Next dayjthe Yallow Stockings, 
of Chattanooga, and the Brindle Stockings, of 
Rome, had a baseball game, and Tom cooned 
an eleven-foot fence to see it. In the fall the 
landlord lost his rent, and Tom hasn’t 
amounted to a cent for the good of his country. 
So Tom calls fourteen yellow dogs, takes two 
little tow-head steers, strikes the big 
road and off he goes to his wife's 
relations in Arkansas. He met a fellow in 
Rome, and he asked him where he was going. 
‘Going to Arkansas, Can’t stand this Georgy 
sassiety,’ and this is just the difference be- 
tween the man who has faith and the man 
who hasn’t. 

“And, my friend, a mighty fajth in the Al- 
mighty God will end all our troubie, and give 
us a glorious time. 

Here Mr. Barnett took up the thought of a 
man being a Christian and not knowing it. If 

ou méet a child and ask who his father was, 
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have hopes,’ It reminds me of the landlady’s 
story. She used to have chicken soup. 

Fowils went up, so she just hung the chicken 
up, made a shadow and boiled the shadow. 
Prices went higher, so she put the chicken 
higher and took the shadow’s shadow, and the 
fellow said it was too thin, and that’s where 
that expression came from, and when he 
heard Christians say that it was too thin. 

JOB KNEW IT. 

Here Mr. Burnett told the story of Job, 
where everying was swept away; but old Job 
lifted up his voice and said; “I know 
that my Redeemer liveth," and so it was that 
being a Christian was worth more than all 
else in the world. 

“T was told that there were not twenty-five 
grown-up people in Cartersville who were not 
members of the church.” 

Here Mr. Jones said: 

‘Ninety-five per cent] of the population of 
Cartersville are members of the church, and 
I don’t think there are as many in any other 
place this side of heaven.“ 

Mr. Burnett, turning to Mr. Mulkey, then 
said: “Abe, we don’t want to go there, for 
we might want to stay and not go to heaven.” 

Mr. Jones replied: 

“The people over there are in no hurry to 
leave Cartersville right away.“ 

Mr, Burnett, turning to the leader of the 
choir, said; 

“Sing the best hymu you know, and the 
choir struck up, ‘Is Your Name Written 
There.“ 

The Effect on the People. 

Invitations were extended, and hundreds 
there were who accepted. When the fervor 
of the song grew intense, and the vast audi- 
ence caught the refrain, the music was inspir- 
ing. One sister could not restrain her emo- 
tions, but, with warning hands and lifted 
voice, gave expression to her innermost feel- 
ingsin halleuliahs, Prayer was offered for 
those who had manifested an interest, and the 
greatest service ever held in Rome closed its 
first Sabbath day’s work.

Dr. Lorimer Says It Should Be a Day of 
Rest and Amusement. 

Cuicaao, III., September 6.—The recently- 
completed Fourth Baptist church, located at 
the corner of Ashland, Boulevard and Monroe 
streets, was dedicated this morning.

State Banks and Local Currency. 

„What is to become of us,“ asks The Au- 
gusta Chronicle, if we do not get more 
money? With this prefatorial inquiry, our 
esteemed contemporary proceeds to argue in 
favor of state banks of issue with a pith and 
energy peculiarly its own. There is plenty 
of wealth in the south, says The Chroni- 
cle; ‘‘cities are developing and the country 
is overflowing with harvests, and yet mer- 
chants and planters are cramped for the 
want of funds. There is actually not 
enough currency to perform the relations of 
trade between man and man, The country 
is growing. There is an aggregate of $60,- 
000, 000, 000 of property in the United States, 
or more than $1,000 for every man, woman 
and child, white and colored, in America. 
But thereis a painful, chilling contraction 
in currency. Business feels the congestion. 
There is wealth all around us, with paucity 
of funds. City people and country folk 
are suffering because there is water 
everywhere, and ‘not a drop to drink.’ 
When currency is contracted credit is 
shaken, Now, what is the trouble? And 
what is the remedy?”’ 

Here in brief shape is a statement of the 
trouble that afflicts the country. We have 
hard times, and we have comparatively 
good times, but the contraction of money 
and credit during hard times, and the infla- 
tion of credits during good times constitute 
a see-saw that is not only uncomfortable, 
but dangerous, When the financial experts 
of the north and east are confronted with 
the statement that the country needs more 
money, they present a lot of figures going to 
show that there has been an increase in cir- 
culation, and they finally dispose of the 
whole subject by the statement that more 
money is hot needed, because nine-tenths of 
the business of the country is done on 
credit. 

The whole difficulty seems to grow out of 
the fact that these financial experts seem 
unable to take a broad view of the situation. 
They see only the necessities of banks 
and business men. They see that the clear- 
ing-house system has given stronger 
wings and longer legs to eredit, and they are 
apparently of the opinion that if the banks 
and the business men who are clustered 
around these institutions have a sufficient 
supply of money, this is all that could be de- 
sired. These financial experts seem inca- 
pable of appreciating the fact that, away 
from the banks and the money centers, 
there are millions upon millions of wealth 
awaiting development, and that there are 
thousands upon thousards of anxious and 
willing laboring men waiting to take part in 
this development. 

There is a great chatter at the north and 
east about the standard of value, and about 
inflation, and in the midst of it all the im- 
portant fact that money is a mere tool or in- 
strument in the hands of men for the crea- 
tion of wealth, the development of industry 
and the utilization of laborpower, is lost 
sight of. 

In the discussion of this great question of 
providing a volume of circulation adequate 
to the growth and development of the 
country, THE CONSTITUTION welcomes a re- 
cruit so spirited and intelligent as The Au- 
gusta Chronicle. We have differed and 
still differ with our contemporary in regard 
to the free coinage of silver. We believe 
that free coinage of silver would give state 
banks of issue a safe basis for their bills; 
but alocal currency, safely guarded and 
elastic, is even more important to the people 
than free coinage. 

The Chronicle hit the nail on the head 
when it says that we need democracy in 
banking and local self-government in bank- 
ing, and it accurtaely and graphically de- 
scribes the national banking system as a 
great engine which has stricken down state 
banks with one hand, and swept the cur- 
rency of the country into the coffers of Wall 
street with the other. The Chronicle says: 


U nquestionably, we do need a local and elastic 
currency. We need money which cannot be 
swept into the coffers of New York at every rake 
of the croupier. We want a currency which shall 
not only come down here once a year and “move 
the crop,” but which will remain in the neighbor- 
hood and serve as a cheap and safe medium of ex- 
change between the people. Here are good banks 
in Augusta, Savannah, Atlanta and Charleston. 
Why could not our great interior and seaport 
cities become moneyed and financial centers for 
the people who trade there? Why should every- 
thing bow down to New York, which holds the 
purse and the power over the business world? 
When we shall have our own banks, we may buiid 
upin each state a commercial or financial me- 
tropolis. Money is power. We have the wealth 
and development to sustain such circulation. 
Sup pose Savannah or Charleston had their strong 
banks, we might talk of steamship lines and di- 
rect trade and commercial independence. But so 
long as southern banks are only branches of the 
New York banks; so long as the local banker 
must consult his New York correspondent before 
he can lend money or cash a check or extend ac- 
commodation, restricting the basis of credit within 
a small compass, and discriminating in tavor of 
special huiders of collaterai, the south and west 
must play second fiddle to the east. The war came 
very near effacing the political status of the 
states; it did efface their commércial and finan- 
cial independenee. It tried to consolidate all gov- 
ernment in Washington and all financial control 
in New York. This should not beso. Thesouth 
and west have become too strong to submit to 
such subservience. Southern states should be 
allowed to charter their own banks, and southern 


cities should be free to use their Own resources 


and securities for the good of the people. 
We trust The Chronicle will continue to 
ammer away on this line of financial re- 
form. The remedy which lies in state banks 
and a local currency is simple, feasible and 
democratic.

show that quite a number of white men in 
the north have been killed by negroes. 

The northern whites not only do not un- 
derstand the negroes, but they have a much 
stronger racial antipathy than is felt in the 
south. They crowd the negroes out of 
almost every cecupation, avoid personal 
contact with them, and in various ways 
show that they have no use for people with 
black skins. Perhaps this has something to 
do with the violent disposition of negroes in 
that section. 

It will be said that the northern whites are 
friendly to the negroes, and are striving to 
éducate them, and raise them in the politi- 
cal and social scale. Sothey are—when the 
negroes are far away, down south, for in- 
stance. The case is altogether different 
when they go north and try to earn a living. 
Then they get the cold shoulder, and a good 
deal of it. 

If the northern people are going to treat 
the blacks badly, and at the same time 
show that they fear them, they must be 
ready to dodge an occasional razor. In this 
part of the country a policeman will walk 
into a crowd of a hundred negroes, disarm 
the man he is looking for, and march him 
off to the calaboose. So much for a thor- 
ough knowledge of the race situation, and a 
fearless way of dealing with the difficulties 
growing out of it. The negro will always 
be a terror to the north until he is treated 
justly, and promptly smashed at the first 
sign of lawlessness. a

The Republic of Chile. 

Recent events, resulting inthe overthrow 
of President Balmaceda and the dispersion of 
his army, have awakened an unusual interest 
in that nazrow strip of territory which occu- 
pies the western watershed of the Andes, 
known indifferently as the republic of Chili, 
or what may be a better orthography, Chile. 

Few people are aware that this South 
American republic extends from Cape 
Horn to Peru, a continuous coast 
line nearly two thousand miles. 
Chile was conquered by one of the 
lieutenants of Pizarro, and was a Spanish 
vice-royalty until 1818, when it shook off the 
Spanish yoke and became an independent 
state. From that date it was like most of her 
sister South American states—the theater of 
successive revolutions until 1833, when the ex- 
isting constitution was adopted. The popula- 
tion of Chile, which approximates 4,000,000, 
has a larger ingredieney of European blood 
than any of adjoining states. As a conse- 
quence there is a higher type of civil zation 
and far more industrial enterprise 
in the direction of manufactures, 
mining and commerce. The late 
political changes will, for a time at least, 
arrest its progress, but a rich harvest will yet 
spring up in tlie furrows of battle which were 
wrought by the plunging shot and shell of this 
domestic strife, which, we trust, is now hap- 
pily ended.

ites of the Visitors to the Zoo. 
How It Came About.

The zoo at Grant park suffered severely 
yesterday. 

One of the baby lions was found ders 
and another is paralyzed and expec «. “’ 
Pass away at any moment. 

The usually large Sunday crowd vis % 
the menagerie, and nearly every one +> 
served the absence of the favorite little 
animals. 

But few, however, were informed about 
them. Superintendent Mosteller and the 
colored keeper, Hardwick, were fearfully 
worried and did not move about as usual, 
so there was no one to question. 

The little ones were four months old, and 
had been getting along splendidly until 
about ten days ago. It is a rare occur- 
rence that lions are raised in cap. 
tivity, and they seldom live a third of 
a year. But those at the park were 
growing fast, and everybody was looking 
for twoof the finest domestic lions in the 
country. 

It was probably this dosire to tame the ani- 
mals that proved fatal. 

A little over a week ago Hardwick, the 
negro, suggested the idea of separating the 
baby lions from their mother, who had ceased 
to nourish them. They were doing well, but 
it was thought that they would do better by 
themselves, and then an opportunity would be 
had of making pets of them. 

Hardwick received Mr. Mosteller’s ap- 
proval and, taking a burlaps sack, carefully 
moved the little ones to another cage. Imme- 
diately they began to look poorly, but this con- 
dition was attributed to fright. 

There was no change for the better, how- 
ever, and after a day thé mother was put back 
with them. It was then noticed that the leg 
of one was hurt, and it was attended to. The 
little lion, however, furiously bit at the 
bandage placed about the ‘wounded 
limb and tore off the covering. 
Ever since it has been lying with the left hind 
leg perfectly paralyzed. Occasionally it would 
crawl about the cage dragging the suffering 
member, but generally the pet baby lion re- 
mained sitting down and whining. The entire 
rear portion ofits body has since been simi- 
larly affected and now, with no chance for 
medical relief, its death is momentarily ex- 
pected. 

The other baby, the male, had fallen off con- 
siderably at separation from the mother, but 
Mr. Mosteller thought it all right. Yesterday 
morning he passed the cage, and was startled 
at discovering it dead. The cause of its death 
no one could tell 

The taxidermist at the capitol will mount it. 

Every one who had ‘ever visited the zoo was 
greatly attracted by these baby lions. Ever 
since they were born large crowds paid them 
daily visits, and all were counting on the time 
when they would be grown. 

Neither had ever been named. 

The little children in Atlanta will feel that 
they have lost a friend.

es 7 t 4 as Fame as an Educational Center. 
"=  ~Seme Points About the Public and 
as Private Schools of the City. 


This is the beginning of the school year. 
This morning all the public schools 
Bhd many of the private academies will re- 
- sume exercises. 

Atlanta has already become an educetional 
'. enter. The fame of the public school system 
haus reached every nook and corner of Georgia, 


and from every direction have come parents 


who desire to give their children the ad van- 
tages of the schools. The rapid growth of 

Atlanta's population may be ascribed, in some 

measure, to the excellence of her public 
- gehool system and the high repute of her pri- 

wate academies and colleges. It is conceded 
that no ¢ity in the south can claim equality 
With the Gate City in this regard. 

The white publig schools will open today 
‘with about fourth hundred more pupils than 
pere in them last year, and the attendance of 

- olored children will be correspondingly large. 

Major Slaton, the superintendent of the 
public schools, expresses the hope that he 
will be able to accommodate all these children. 
He has been devoting nearly all the time dur- 
ing vacation toschool work, and he says that 
the schools are now in better condition than 
ever before. The buildings are in good order, 
several of them having been repainted and re- 
furnished. 

GOVERNMENT OF THK SCHOOLS. 

The schools are designated as grammar and 
high schools. There is a Boys’ High school 
and a Girls’ High school. : 

he grammar schools each comprise eight 
grades, or classes, corresponding to the first 
eight years of the child’s school life, or, in 
general, from the age of six to fourteen, 

The high schools comprise four grades, 
answering to the next four years of school 
life, or, in general, from the age of fourteen to 
eighteen. . 

. i the grammar schools are taught spelling, 
reading, writing, geography, written and men- 
tal arithmetic, natural history, elements of 
natural science, English grammar, physiology, 
vocal music, drawing, composition, science of 
common things, history, elocution and moral 


essons. 

In the high schools are taught orthography, 
elocution, grammar, physical geograpliy, nat- 
utal philosophy, stenography (optional), 
Latin, Greek (for boys), algebra, geometry, 
trigonometry, composition, rhetoric, English 
literature, French, physiology, chemistry, as- 
tronomy, bookkeeping, with a review of 
grammar school studies. 

The schoo! year begins the first Monday in 
September and closes the first Friday in June, 
and is divided into three terms, as follows: 
First term closes December 24th; second term 
begins the second day in January, and closes 
the third Friday in March; the third term 
starts the first Monday after the close of the 
second term, and ends the first Friday in 


June. 

The established holidays are: The annual 
Thanksgiving Day, New Year's Day, Wash- 
ington’s birthday, Lee’s birthday, and Me- 
morial Day. No dismission of the schools at 
other times than are here, or may be hereafter 
provided by the board of education, shall be 
permitted except by the order of the board or 
president. 

Here are some of the rules which are strictly 
enforced in all the schools: 

’ Every scholar is required to attend school 
punctually and regularly; to conform to all the 
rules of the schools; to — ali directions of the 
teachers ; to observe good order and deportment; 
to be diligent in study, respectful in manners and 
kind and obliging to schoolmates; to retrain en- 
tirely from the use of profane or improper lan- 
guage, aud to be neat and cleanly in person and 
attire. 

No pupil shall be allowed to retain his connec- 
tion with the pubiic school unless he is furnished 
with the books and other conveniences necessary 
For tne prosecution of his studies, and uniess his 
parents or guardian shall permit and require the 
pupil to obey the rules established for the govern- 
ment of the public schools. 

Pupils who shall deface or injure any of the 
‘school property shall pay in full itor all damages. 
Failure to do this within one week shall subject 
them to suspension, and they snall be readmitted 
only by a vote of the board of education. 

Scholars who shall absent themselves from any 
@xamination or public exercises of the school, 
without satistactory reason given, shall not be 
allowed to return norenter any of the public 
schools pf the city, except by a vote of the board 
of education. 

„All pupils shall go directly to and from the 
school,and shall abstain from all playing and 
Quarreling by the way oF on the school premises. 

Each scholar shall be assigned a seat for study, 
and itshall be his duty to keep it, together with 
his books and everything pertaining to his desk, 
meat and in perfect order. He shall also be re- 

nes for the appearance of the floor in the 

ere of his desk. 
Scholars will render themselves liable to sus- 
—_— vr expulsion, by repeated and obstinate 
bedience, quarreling, disorderly conduct, in- 
dolence, truancy, using profane or unchaste lan- 
guage, or by persistent violation of any of the 
rules of the school. 

No pupil known to be infected with any con- 
tagious or infectious disease, or coming irom a 
family where any such disease 2 shall be 
* received or continued in the public schools; nor 


Shall — ities be admitted into any public school. 


7 thout satisfactory evidence of having 
4 n vaccinated. 
No pupil sball be advanced to a higher grade 
withogt having passed a thorough examination in 
gall the studies of the grade from which he is to be 
transferred, except for special reasons satisfac- 
tory tothe teacher, principal and superintendent. 
Scholars, who shall, from indolence, irreguiarity 
or inability, fall behind the class, or fail to pass a 
Satisfactory examination at the close of the year, 
must fall back to the next lower class, unless by 
extra effort they promptly regain their standing. 
Scholars who leave the school before the close of 
the year shall not be allowed any pre erence over 
new scholars in re-entering, nor shall they be per- 
mitted to rejoin their classes until they have 
— a satisfactory examination in the required 
udies.
